After a few years he 
died, leaving his widow with a little 
daughter, who did not long survive.

In the early ‘50s, when the French 
troops were in Rome, the widowed 
Duchesss Lucrezia of Gallese perceived 
one day from a window of the Altempo 
palace a remarkably handsome trooper 
of one of the French dragoon regiments, 
who was grooming his horse.

CITY IS WARNED — 
AGAINST SPREAD 
OF SMALLPOX 


Warning has been issued by the 
health department in its weekly bulle- 
tin against a possible epidemic of 
smallpox; urging precautions. and de- 
claring that conditions are favorable 
for an outbreak of the disease. The 
health commissioner urgés that vac- 
cination be made general, and cites 
the cases of two nurses who failed to 
make themselves immune and are now 
in the isolation hospital. 
In 1917 there were 292 cases, re 
ported, with two deaths. The depart- 
ment points out that the history of 
smallpox indicates the appearance of 
virulent types of smallpox after a 
season of mild forms. That of last 
was regarded as of low mortality. 
n view of the fact that the depart- 
ment has no ability to enfdree vac- 
cination except in times of epidemic, it 
is asked that all citizens take ‘steps 
themselves.
